Lord Revelstoke, 


who died at his town house in Charles Street on 
Saturday last, had long outlived his financial 
fame, and during 
the last few years 
his name was seldom 
mentioned. As the 
head of the great 
Baring firm, his 
reputation suffered 
greatly from the 
terriblecrash which, 
but for unprece- 
dented support from 
theBank of England, 
would have caused 
widespread ruin. 
Yet probably Lord 
Revelstoke (long 
known as Mr. 
Edward Charles 
Baring, Lord North- 
brook’s cousin) was 
less to blame in the 
matter than many 
imagined. The 
splendour of his 
mode of living was unfavourably criticised, 
because it was thought to proceed from a fortune 
unfairly won. He was a man of great taste, and 
his Devon estate was almost regalin style. Even 
the gates of his park attracted tourists for miles 
to inspect them, and the house in Charles Street, 
where he died, was lavishly furnished and 
decorated. There is no doubt that the loss of 
social influence caused by the Baring failure—a 
dire lesson to the over-venturesome in the 
financial world—preyed upon Lord Revelstoke’s 
mind and hastened his death. 


The Hon. John Baring, 


a bachelor of thirty-five, will come into the 
Revelstoke title and what is left of Lord Revel- 
stoke’s fortune. The late peer spent. so freely 
that the amount remaining will probably not be 


large. 
Mr. Henry Tate 


(the public benefactor portrayed to the life on 
one of our centre pages) is one of the lions of 
the week. Quite worthy to be opened by H.R.H. 
the Prince of Wales was the magnificent new 
British Art Gallery at Millbank, the splendid 
gift of Mr. Tate, but not by any means the first 
present he has in his big-hearted way made to 
the public. Literally, one of those rare men 
who do good by stealth and blush to find it 
fame, Mr. Tate is not easily led to lift the bushel 
from his shiuing light. From his friends, how- 
ever, you may glean that this exceedingly 
wealthy philanthropist (who accumulated his 
rches as owner of two large Sugar Refineries 
in London and in Liverpool, employing 
some thousand hands) has given away vast 
sums to hospitals,, libraries, and other 
charities. A great lover and munificent 
patron of Art, Mr. Tate is AGY erti 
one of the Trustees of the National Gallery. 
One of the most. unostentatious and one of the 
kindest-hearted of Englishmen, Mr. Tate is blessed 
with a charmingly genial and sympathetic wife 
and loving children ; and he lives at Park Hill, 
Streatham Common. It is computed that the 
noble new Art Gallery and the Art masterpieces 
he has-thig week presented to the nation for the 
public. enjoyment are, roughly speaking, worth 
£200,000. Assuredly so exemplary and so 
munificent a giver -should have been at least 
offered the honour of a Baronetcy.

To see Chester aright you must see it, as the 
Wizard of the North has told us we must gaze at 
Melrose, ‘‘by the pale moonlight,’’ for then only 
do you realise the wondrous beauty of the place. 
There is nothing in Europe comparable with it. 
Our American friends made this discovery long 
ago, and our advice to holiday folk is to follow 
their example and thoroughly ‘‘ do” Chester. 
Mr. George H. Skelsey, of Silverdale, Oxton, 
near Birkenhead, of whom Mr. Hooley has 
recently purchased the vast Dee Estate—upwards 
of 25,000 acres, including some of the most 
valuable land in the Chester and Liverpool dis- 
tricts—was our cicerone, and to him we are 
indebted for the facts which form the basis of 
this 
Story of the ‘‘Sands o’ Dee.” 
We had jumped to the conclusion that we had 
come out to see some miles of. muddy foreshore, 
and it was an agreeable‘ surprise to find that our 
speculations as to the nature of what must be 
regarded in its entirety as one of the most 
important enterprises of modern times were 
entirely erroneous. Before entering upou any- 
thing like a detailed description of the country 
which we visited a few days ago, while the great 
world was enjoying itself at Henley, it is neces- 
sary to be to some extent historical.

of Parliament, dated from 1732, and supple- 
mented by subsequent enactments, gave to cer- 
tain persons powers for reclaiming the Estuary 
of the Dee—powers at present vested in the 
Dee Land Company, which undertook to 
‘execute, and did execute, at a very great 
outlay, important works destined to improve 
the navigation of the river, a new channel 


estuaries. As the reader will gather from what 
follows, no inconsiderable quantity of land has 
been reclaimed from the Dee and converted into 
farms; and it is now proposed to reclaim other 
portions of the area between Connah’s Quay and 
Burton Point on the south side of Hoylake, and 
Point of Aire on the north side. 
And now we must be slightly statistical. 


using that phrase, of course, in the sense ‘tat 
Tartarin of Tarascon used it in his celebrated 
descriptions of the Alps of his native Provence, 
not that these northern parts of the shire are 
scenically uninteresting, for they are exactly the 
reverse. . The country is well wooded, the roads 
are perfectly kept, and not a little suggestive of 
those in many parts of France, with the excep- 
tion that they are lined by hedges instead of by 
poplars. For many miles we drive through a 
tract of country both picturesque and marvel- 
lously fertile ; indeed, one might wander all over 
the United Kingdom and not find more luxprious 
crops, raised on land which, forty years ago, was 
covered by the waters and sands of the Dee: 
At Blacon Point we come to the first farmstead 
on the estate of the Dee Land Company, and 
hereabout the barley, oats, and vast fields of 
potatoes have the healthiest possible appearance,

The high lands on our right form a natural 
boundary, and certainly add to the beauty of the 
landscape. Fields through which we drive at 
this point were covered by the waters of the Dee 
less than one hundred years ago. <A wonderful 
story, indeed, is that of the reclamation of land 
within the Tast century. -At the first blush it 
seems incredible that such a transformation 
could be effected in so comparatively short a 
period. It has been achieved by degrees, yet it 
is none the less hard to believe that what are now 
vast fields, extending over hundreds of acres, 
covered with the most luxuriant crops that Nature 
in her most favourable mood is capable of pro- 
ducing; were less than half a century ago 
as barren as that immense stretch of yellow sand 
at Parkgate, at West Kirby, and at other points 
along the Estuary of the Dee.

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known as the Heights of Wirrall, which overlook 
what is called the ‘‘Peninsula’’ of the same 
name. The mountains of North Wales are 
visible on the other side of the Dee, though a 
light mist somewhat veils them. Presently we 
reach the great bridge over the Dee which was 
recently opened by Mr. Gladstone. Moored close 
alongside the new structure is the old ferry-boat, a 
battered hulk indeed. Looking across the river 
at this point we get a glimpse of Hawarden 
Castle. Tall masts diversify the picture here- 
abouts, and less than half a mile'distant are the 
corrugated sheet-iroy works of Messrs. Summers, 
erected within the last two or three years, and 
now employing some six hundred hands. On 
the Cheshire side of the river, close to the new 
Queen’s Ferry. Bridge, a brand new hotel has 
arisen, and is apparently within measurable 
distance of completion. This will be a great 
boon to tourists, and more especially to the 
legion of cyclists who scour the level roads which 
make this part of Cheshire so attractive to 
votaries of the wheel. it at th ge 

Those who rent farms in this district are 
specially favoured, inasmuch as, thanks to the 
proximity of the railway, they can take their 
produce to Liverpool or Manchester very rapidly. 
Within a few hundred yards of Queen’s Ferry 
Bridge is what is locally known as “* The Marsh,” 
and here again we are confronted by the marvels 
which have been wrought by means of reclama- 
tion schemes. We skirt a barley-field of a 
hundred acres which not‘so many years back 
figured among the unreclaimed land.’ Not much 
more than a year ago the sea (for so, by pardon- 
able hyperbole, we may term the waters of the 
Dee) came up to that part of the land over 
which we are now threading our way under a 
scorching sun. We have ocular demonstration 
of the assertion that

Dotted all over the great ridge are villas and 
mansions, tenanted by the commercial magnates 
of Liverpool, Birkenhead, and Manchester.

having the Welsh mountains facing it. Park- 
gate, Heswall, and Neston were seaport towns 
of some importance until comparatively recent 
years. The estuaries have, however, silted up £o 
rapidly that those places are now practically all 
inland. 

Supposing the reclamation scheme is carried 
out, as there is no doubt it will be, the waterway 
on the Wirrall side will be reserved, the water 
taken off the high lands, the waterway continued 
seaward, and the flow of fresh water towards the 
Dee will prevent the silting up of the channel. 
Naturally this would all be of the utmost com- 
mercial value to Parkgate, Heswall, and Neston, 
and would greatly tend to popularise the whole 
enterprise, for it would mean nothing less than 
the reclamation of 15,000 acres, giving the 
Parkgate shore a river frontage of three miles, a 
sea frontage to the west, near Hilbre, like- 
wise of three miles, and a frontage to the Dee of 
ten miles.

favourably regarded by the Dee Conservancy 
Board, a body which, largely owing to the influ- 
ence exercised by the Duke, of Westminster, its 
chairman, has materially improved the nayj- 
gation of the Dee by constructing a training 
wall from Connah’s Quay towards Mostyn, reach- 
ing Flint. So much has the narrowing of the 
channel improved the navigation that vessels of 
considerable tonnage can now get to Chester, 

If the scheme here briefly outlined were suffi- 
ciently comprehensive, the Dee could be canalised 
from Mostyn to. Chester by the construction of 
dock gates at the former place, which would 
form a wet dock for the manufacturing works on 
the Flintshire coast, extending from Chester to 
Mostyn, a distance of nineteen miles. It cannot 
be too strongly emphasised that, although thera 
are many manufactories of much importance 


along this coast, there has not been up to now a 


wet dock on the river Dee.

Both these properties are capable of very con- 
siderable extension.

Mostyn boasts iron- 
works, copper-works, etc. The Connah’s Quay 
property consists of about five acres, used chiefly 
as a shipbuilding yard; it is, however, pro- 
posed to construct docks on the company’s land 
adjoining.

Curzon’s calm statement

A Wooden House, for sheltering the sérostat 
during inflation, built by Andrée at Gothenburg at a 
cost of £1000, wus transported to Spitzbergen in piec s, and 
re-erected there. After the failure of his attempt last 

ear Andrée returned this summer and enlarged the ba! loon- 

ouse, shown in our Sketch, this being rendered necessary 
by the greater capacity of his balloon. Virgohafen, his 
starting-point, was selected owing to the advice of an 
Englishman who had dwelt in a wooden hut there while on 
hunting expe litions. It is 617 miles from this spot to the 
North Pole, and the distance from the Pole to the nearest 
known continent on the other side is about 1200 miles more, 
so that Andrée’s minimum journey would be 1800 milesto 
reach his goal. ' 


The Ascent of Andree’s Balloon from Spitz- 
bergen on July 11, the intrepid explorer being aceom- 
sce f his friends Strindberg and Fraenkel, was vividly 
descri by the Daily News Berlin Correspondent : 
“ Standing in the car, the three severed the thin ropes 
holding them, Andrée counting one, two, three. At three 
the last cord binding them to the floor of the tower fell 
away. Proudly and majestically the balloon rose, passing 
directly through the open northern portion of its former 
dwelling. Andrée gazed with happy confidence on those 
who remrined behind, and then he and his comrades 
waving their caps, he cried out, ‘Greetings at home to 
Sweden!’ -Those who had a photographing apparatus took 
yet another snap-shot. R to the shore, we all saw the 

loon floating some 180 ft. over the water. A motnent of 
intense anxiety followed, for the balloon was driving right 
on to a jutting prominence of rock on the east side of 
Smeerenburg Sound, and threatened to collide with it. 
Suddenly, however, a gust of wind coming through the 
Sound from the south-east sent the Sirvan Sabb to sea in 
« north-westerly direction, and struck it so strongly above 
that for some seconds the car was trailing along the water. 
A few minutes only had passed since the time (exactly

game, rabbits, and several other most profitable industries; 
each of which has a lot of money in it if sensibly worked- 
On the arable or cultivating sides, apart from sowing and 
grazing, there are a lot of special lines that all make good 
business if followed up. Some of them are best worked 
singly, others will mix and make a general grower’s, all 
the year round, farm or business. Special things include 


Tomato, Strawberry, Bush Fruit, ~ 


cherry, and other orchard fruit, rhubarb, celery, asparagus, ` 


etc., and any one of these may take up a man’s whole 
attention, Glass-house work may have a lot of special lines 
or sets for each season, and each line or set can either be 
begun with a little and worked up to, or may have some 
capital sunk in it and begin making a good income from 
the first. Glass and wood are remarkably cheap, and every 
cultural commodity produceable is always in increasing

demand. This glass foreing-house, 100ft. long and 12 ft. 
wide, may be erected and fitted complete for £20. A house 
of that size would keep a grower well before the markets 
with chrysanthemums, roses, strawberries, asparagus, and 
a whole host of things. He would do best to work it 
in a three or four season course, so as to fill the twelve 
months. In a larger way, with good capital at disposal 
and a head that can work as well as hands, a man, or a 
small company of men, all working, may unite their 
capital and several of these special lines, and by taking up 
their position in a suitable locality may soon be turnin 
over £100 a week and getting a clear fifty per cent. 
profit therefrom. z 
My Fruit Garden. 
My last two months have seen ine in among a lot of last 
wint r planted fruit-bushes and trees, every day stealing a 
march, I have suceeeded in shaping a lot of black and 
red currant and gooseberry bushes, and of bush cherry, 
plum, apple, and pear-trees, and of covering them over with 
evenly-balaneed young wood by timely summer pruning 
and pinching, and those bushes and trees are now shaping 
themselves for bearing a heavy crop of fruit next year— 
1898. But for this plan of stealing marches, bush fruit, 
that is that grown on the dwarfed system, is not worth 
practising. A keen eye and a quick and ready hand should 
go over the young bushes every day during the wood- 
making period. Every strong-growing shoot should be 
stopped by pinching or cutting it back to where the new 
shoots that will spring from its remaining buds will best 
spread out and fill up and shape the bush or tree. Now 
considering that I only planted those things as they came to 
me from the nurseries last March, and that a lot of fruit is 
being produced on them this year, the red currants and 
gooseberries being particularly well covered ; considering 
also that sueh sights as these are common enough among the 
fruit-tree growing establishments, and also that there is 
an ever inc:easing demand in the country for fresh fruit, T 
think I am right in urging a lot of my readers to try to 
have a foot and a finger in some of this march-stealing
